ORDERING  COINS. 

We  are  always  sorry  if  we  cannot  supply  a  coin  or  medal  ordered.  Usually  we  only  have 
a  single  specimen  of  the  pieces  listed  in  the  Bulletin  and  this  may  already  have  been  ordered 
by  telephone,  telegram  or  by  post.  Sometimes  we  may  get  half-a-dozen  orders  for  the  same 
piece  in  the  same  post. 

Even  if  you  have  been  unlucky  two  or  three  times,  please  don’t  give  up  in  despair.  You 
are  bound  to  be  successful  in  getting  what  you  want  in  time:  not  everything  sells  at  once — 
some  coins  do  not  sell  at  all!  To  look  at  the  matter  philosophically,  if  one  could  get  whatever 
one  wanted,  with  finance  the  only  limiting  factor,  half  the  joy  of  collecting  would  be  lost. 

Delays.  It  is  our  aim  to  give  a  quick  and  efficient  service  and  we  like  to  answer  all  letters 
within  a  day  or  so  of  receipt.  We  would  ask  our  clients  to  be  indulgent,  however,  if  they  do 
not  always  get  a  reply  by  return.  Though  we  now  have  a  staff  of  thirty,  there  are  times  when 
we  are  just  not  able  to  cope  with  our  correspondence  expeditiously. 

On  days  after  the  Bulletin  has  been  despatched  we  usually  have  three  or  four  hundred  letters 
per  day  and  in  December  and  January  this  number  can  be  doubled.  In  point  of  fact  we  are 
not  able  to  get  them  all  opened  and  distributed  to  the  staff  who  have  to  deal  with  them  on  the 
day  they  are  received.  They  are,  however,  dealt  with  in  the  order  they  are  opened,  and  as 
quickly  as  possible.  There  is  another  cause  for  delay;  some  letters  have  to  be  dealt  with  in 
turn  by  two,  three,  four,  or  more  of  our  staff  before  an  order  can  be  completed  or  all  the 
enquiries  answered. 

We  would  be  grateful  if  clients  who  have  special  instructions 
regarding  the  invoicing  or  despatch  of  coins  would  repeat  them  with  each  order,  as  we  may 
otherwise  fail  to  comply  with  them. 

Cheques  Act,  1957.  Unless  specifically  asked  to  do  so  we  do  not  send  receipts  for  cheques 
received  by  us  drawn  on  banks  in  Great  Britain. 

When  remitting  a  cheque  for  an  invoice  or  invoices  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  return  the 
invoice(s)  so  long  as  the  invoice  number(s)  is  (are)  written  on  the  back  of  the  cheque.  If  your 
signature  is  not  easily  decipherable,  please  print  your  name  clearly  on  the  back  of  the  cheque. 

If,  however,  some  of  the  items  sent  on  approval  are  being  returned  please  include  the 
invoice  and  we  will  return  it  with  the  items  crossed  off.  This  will  indicate  that  we  have 
received  your  letter  and  the  returned  items  and  your  cheque  if  you  included  one. 

Receipts  will  still  be  sent  if  payment  is  made  other  than  by  cheque.

THE  HISTORICAL  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  COINS  (II) — 

CONSTANTINE.

In  a  series  of  articles  published  in  the  Bulletin  in  March  to  August  1962  I 
attempted  to  show  how  coins  could  be  used  to  illustrate  history,  the  example  which 
I  chose  being  the  coins  of  Augustus.  In  this  article  I  am  attempting  to  show  the 
historical  significance  of  coins  from  a  different  aspect.  In  the  first  series  the  coins 
illustrated  known  events  throughout  the  life  of  the  central  character;  this  article 
attempts  to  study  one  event  in  the  career  of  an  individual,  and  to  show  how  coins 
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can  be  used  to  supplement  history  and  even  disprove  certain  well-established 
theories. 

The  character  I  have  chosen  for  this  is  Flavius  Valerius  Constantinus,  better 
known  as  Constantine  the  Great,  and  the  event  described  is  his  conversion  to 
Christianity. 

Historians  have  until  recently  supported  the  theory  that  Constantine  was  con¬ 
verted  to  Christianity  by  a  vision,  beheld  on  the  eve  of  the  Battle  of  the  Milvian 
Bridge,  in  312  a.d.  That  Constantine  was  converted  may  be  accepted  as  fact, 
but  was  it  as  early  as  the  old  chroniclers  suppose?  The  present  belief  is  that 
Constantine  was  converted  later  in  his  life,  probably  after  320  a.d.,  and  was  not 
completely  sure  of  his  beliefs  until  the  last  years  of  his  life.  He  wras  not  baptised 
until  he  was  on  his  deathbed. 

In  this  article  I  do  not  attempt  to  bring  fresh  evidence  to  light,  nor  do  I  attempt 
to  put  forward  new  theories.  I  am  attempting  to  summarize  briefly  the  numismatic 
evidence  for  his  conversion  in  the  light  of  recent  opinions. 


Milvian  Bridge. 

On  the  27th  of  October,  312  a.d.  Constantine  marched  against  his  rival  Maxentius 
at  the  Milvian  Bridge,  and  won. 

To  later  chroniclers  this  day  marked  the  great  triumph  of  Christianity  over 
paganism  in  the  Roman  World,  and  accordingly  Constantine  has  been  honoured 
as  one  of  the  great  men  in  history. 

There  are  two  different  accounts  of  his  conversion.  One  is  given  by  Eusebius,  a 
Bishop  of  Caesarea  in  the  early  fourth  century  a.d.  and  another  by  Lactantius,  the 
tutor  of  Constantine’s  eldest  son  Crispus. 

According  to  Eusebius  on  the  eve  of  battle  Constantine  saw  a  vision  of  the 
Cross  above  the  setting  sun,  and  the  inscription  “  hoc  signo  victor  eris  ”  (“  In 
this  sign  shalt  thou  be  conqueror  ”).1 

According  to  Lactantius  he  had  a  dream,  in  which  he  saw  the  Christogram,  the 
sacred  monogram  of  Christ,  *  ,  which  is  composed  of  the  two  Greek  letters  Chi  and 
Rho,  being  the  first  two  letters  of  xpistos.  (Fig.  1). 


On  the  day  of  battle  he  displayed  a  cross  to  his  soldiers,  from  which  was  sus¬ 
pended  a  banner  of  purple  silk,  decorated  with  jewels,  depicting  Constantine  and 
his  sons.  This  cross  was  surmounted  with  a  crown  inscribed  with  the  Christogram, 
which  he  ordered  his  soldiers  to  inscribe  on  their  shields. 

In  the  following  year  Constantine  issued  the  Edict  of  Milan  which  gave  freedom 
of  worship  to  all  his  subjects. 


Sol  Invictus. 

One  of  the  most  common  reverse  types  on  the  bronze  coinage  of  Constantine 
is  that  of  Sol,  the  sun-god,  with  the  legend  “  soli  invicto  comiti  ”  (“  To  the 
invincible  Sol,  the  companion  [of  our  emperors]  ”)  or  sometimes  “  Claritas 
reipvblicae  ”  (“  The  fame  of  the  State  ”)  or  “  comiti  avgg  nn  ”  (“  Comiti  Augus- 
torum  nostrorum  ”=“  to  the  companion  of  our  emperors  ”).2  (Fig.  2).

The  significance  of  these  coins  immediately  becomes  apparent  when  we  realise 
the  nature  of  the  cult  of  Sol,  which  was  a  religion  associated  with  Mithras.  The 
period  in  which  he  was  used  as  a  coin  type  corresponds  to  the  period  in  which 
Mithraism  was  most  prevalent  in  the  Empire.  Sol  was  worshipped  from  the  early 
third  century  until  the  time  of  Julian  the  Apostate  (c.  360  a.d.).  The  cult  of  Sol  and 
that  of  Mithras  were  both  Eastern,  and  though  not  identical  were  closely  associated. 

They  were  both  cults  of  the  army — evidence  for  this  can  be  seen  in  Britain, 
where  with  the  exception  of  the  famous  Walbrook  Mithraeum  (which  was  mercantile) 
all  the  Mithraea  excavated  (Caernarvon,  Carrawburgh,  Houseteads  and  Rudchester) 
are  on  military  sites,  as  are  all  the  other  suspected  but  unexcavated  Mithraea. 

Mithras  is  in  sculpture  associated  with  the  signs  of  the  zodiac,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  1889  Walbrook  find  or  another  showing  Mithras  being  born  from  a  pile  of  rocks, 
found  on  Hadrian’s  Wall  (where  most  of  the  Mithraea  are  sited). 

The  cults  of  Mithras  and  Sol  were  purely  cults  for  men,  with  women  excepted, 
and  the  emphasis  was  on  virility,  with  various  tests  and  grades  for  initiates. 

There  was  a  certain  degree  of  similarity  between  Mithraism  and  Christianity, 
and  the  early  Christians  hated  it  above  all  other  religions  as  they  considered  it  was 
borrowed  from  Christianity  in  order  to  bring  about  its  downfall.  Both  religions 
were  monotheistic,  and  both  promised  Everlasting  Life,  though  the  important  fact 
that  women  were  welcomed  by  the  Church  meant  that  Christianity  had  twice  the 
potential  number  of  converts.3 

Early  Christian  churches  are  almost  identical  to  Mithraea  in  plan,  and  the  student 
need  only  compare  the  Church  at  Silchester  (recently  re-excavated  by  Prof.  Richmond 
and  Mr.  G.  Boon)  with  a  Mithraeum  (such  as  that  excavated  in  1959  at  Caernarvon, 
or  the  reconstruction  of  the  Carrawburgh  example  in  Newcastle  Museum)  to  realise 
this.  Mithraea  were  supposed  to  resemble  underground  caves,  where  Mithras 
dragged  the  bull  for  the  ritual  sacrifice.4 

It  is  important  to  emphasise  at  this  stage  that  in  order  to  understand  the  position 
of  Christianity  in  the  early  fourth  century  we  must  discard  our  own  concept  of  it  as 
Christians,  and  consider  it  impassively  as  one  of  many  Oriental  cults,  which  came 
into  the  Empire  at  this  time.  We  must  realise  that  paganism  and  Christianity  were 
regarded  by  many  people  in  the  early  Empire  with  confusion  and  imperfect  under¬ 
standing,  a  fact  which  I  shall  outline  at  greater  length  in  a  subsequent  section. 

Many  of  these  coins  with  a  type  depicting  Sol  were  struck  after  Milvian  Bridge 
— a  brief  glance  at  the  output  of  a  provincial  mint  such  as  London  (which  has  been 
particularly  well  studied  by  the  French  scholar  Jules  Maurice  in  the  nineteenth 
century)  shows  that  though  no  coins  were  struck  of  the  Sol  type  in  period  I  (July 
306-May  309)  some  are  struck  in  period  II  (May  309-July  313)  and  the  varieties 
become  most  prolific  in  period  IV  (Jan.  315-March  317).  No  coins  of  Sol  were 
struck  after  period  V  (320  a.d.). 

Mr.  David  Sear,  who  has  been  carrying  out  research  on  the  **  Sol  ”  series,  now 
claims  that  two  main  groups  can  be  distinguished.  The  first  is  the  AE  2,  which 
appears  to  have  been  struck  at  London,  Trier  and  Lyons  as  early  as  a.d.  307,  but 
which  is  rarely  encountered  at  Rome,  Ostia,  Aquileia,  and  Ticinum,  which  were 
Maxentius’  mints.  From  these  mints  AE  3  coins  of  Sol  type  were  issued.  From 
this  it  may  be  concluded  that  Constantine  took  over  Maxentius’  mints  after  the 
Milvian  Bridge,  and  continued  to  strike  Sol  types.  Perhaps  “  invictus  ”  took  on 
an  additional  meaning. 

It  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  Romans  employed  pagan  types  in  the  Late  Empire 
to  illustrate  Christian  teaching,  but  it  hardly  seems  a  likely  explanation  in  the  case 
of  the  hated  Mithras. 
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The  implications  may  be  summed  up  as  follows:  Constantine  had  he  been 
completely  converted  would  not  have  tolerated  the  coin  types  of  Sol  being  so 
widely  employed  in  the  years  following  Milvian  Bridge— especially  not  types  which 
attribute  the  victory  to  that  deity.  His  conversion  must  have  taken  place  later 
in  his  life.

1  There  is  some  confusion  about  this  inscription.  This  would  appear  correct  as  it  is  verified 
by  the  legend  on  a  coin  of  Vetranio  (a.d.  350)  though  in  more  recent  times  the  version 
“  in  HOC  SIGNO  VINCES  ”  (“  In  this  sign  shalt  thou  conquer  ”)  has  been  preferred. 

2  Perhaps  this  title  suggests  comrade  or  friend  with  a  Mithraic  feeling  of  “  brother.” 

It  might  be  remembered  that  the  concept  of  women  being  inferior  to  men  only  became 
prevalent  in  the  Middle  Ages,  and  was  due  to  Saint  Paul’s  misunderstanding  of  the  doctrines. 
The  Church  tried  to  counteract  this  by  attaching  great  importance  to  the  position  of  the 
Virgin  Mary. 

4  Mithras  in  sculpture  is  shown  slaying  a  bull,  while  its  blood  is  lapped  up  by  a  dog,  and  a 
scorpion  attacks  its  vital  organs.  It  is  symbolic  of  the  triumph  of  good  over  evil. 

AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  COINAGE  OF  HENRY  I.

William  Rufus,  who  died  on  the  1st  August,  1100,  had  two  brothers,  Robert 
and  Henry.  William’s  death  was  sudden  and  Robert,  the  lawful  heir,  was  out  of 
the  country  at  the  time.  The  younger  brother,  Henry,  took  the  opportunity  of 
seizing  the  throne.  After  slight  opposition  he  firmly  established  himself  as  king 
and  in  or  about  the  year  1101  he  introduced  some  reforms.  These  were  designed 
to  benefit  the  public  and  so  make  Henry  popular.  Amongst  the  changes  was  the 
abolition  of  the  moneyage.  This  was  an  unpopular  tax  brought  into  being  by  the 
Normans  at  the  time  of,  or  shortly  after,  the  conquest.  It  called  for  a  payment  of 
twelve  pence  to  be  paid  by  almost  all  persons  every  third  year  in  order  that  the 
type  of  coinage  in  circulation  was  not  altered.  The  payment  made  up  for  the 
revenue  previously  obtained  from  the  supply  of  new  dies  when  a  change  was  made, 
which  in  the  past  had  been  about  every  three  years. 

Some  authorities  state  that  the  moneyage  tax  was  introduced  at  the  time  of  the 
conquest,  but  there  would  appear  to  be  some  doubt  on  this  point.  William  Rufus 
soon  spent  the  enormous  fortune  left  by  the  Conqueror  and  then  had  to  resort  to 
the  bishops  and  abbots  for  silver  plate  with  which  to  make  the  coins.  It  does  seem 
possible,  therefore,  that  the  tax  was  not  introduced  until  the  time  of  William  Rufus, 
thus  ensuring  that  even  if  it  were  impossible  to  change  the  coinage  the  King’s 
income  would  not  be  impaired. 

Henry  I  also  reduced  the  very  severe  punishment  against  moneyers  and  others 
who  were  found  with  counterfeit  coins  in  their  possession.  The  new  punishment 
was  loss  of  a  hand,  without,  redemption  (i.e.  payment  in  gold  or  silver).  It  was  soon 
found  that  the  new  punishment  did  not  stop  the  crime  of  counterfeiting  and  when 
Henry  came  back  from  Normandy  in  1 105,  he  added  to  the  punishment  loss  of  sight 
and  emasculation.  Notwithstanding  this  terrible  deterrent,  things  went  from  bad 
to  worse.  So  much  so,  that  in  1108  a  completely  new  coinage  was  found  to  be 
absolutely  necessary. 

At  this  time  the  pennies  were  picked,  bent,  broken  and  frequently  refused,  and 
the  King  commanded  that  no  penny  or  halfpenny,  which  were  ordered  to  be  made, 
or  farthing  should  be  refused  if  perfect.  The  round  halfpenny  is  mentioned  by 
Alanus  de  Insulis,  who  wrote  between  1166  and  1183,  as  being  in  circulation,  but 
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only  one  copy  is  known  today.  The  farthing  is  unknown.  A  Mr.  Leake  writing 
in  his  Historical  Account  of  English  Money  published  in  the  eighteenth  century 
says  “  some  of  these  small  coins  are  still  to  be  seen  in  several  of  the  musea  having  the 
King’s  head  crowned  as  on  his  penny,  with  a  pearled  diadem,  but  without  any  manner 
of  inscription.”  Mr.  Leake  was  referring  to  what  he  thought  were  halfpennies 
but  it  would  seem  from  his  account  that  the  coins  mentioned  were  in  fact  pennies 
clipped  down  to  the  inner  circle.  As  the  musea  do  not  have  them  today,  it  may 
be  assumed  that  when  the  mistake  was  realized  the  coins  were  destroyed. 

As  a  further  protection  of  the  coinage  the  assistance  of  the  church  was  sought  in 
1123.  At  a  council  held  at  Rome  some  ancient  statutes  were  revived,  by  which 
it  was  decreed  that  whoever  should  knowingly  make  or  circulate  false  money, 
should  be  separated  from  the  congregation  of  the  faithful,  as  one  accursed,  an 
oppressor  of  the  poor  and  a  disturber  of  the  state.  The  total  effect  of  this  decree 
and  the  terrible  physical  punishment  was  absolutely  nil,  and  two  years  later,  in  1 125, 
the  coinage  was  so  bad  that  it  would  not  pass  in  any  market.  It  is  recorded  in  the 
Saxon  Chronicle  under  the  year  1 125  that  a  man  taking  a  £  to  market  might  not  be 
able  to  spend  one  penny  of  it.  The  Chronicle  also  records  that  in  that  year  the 
King,  sending  orders  from  Normandy,  called  for  the  punishment  of  all  unfaithful 
moneyers  in  England.  Henry  had  heard  of  the  state  of  the  coinage  from  his  soldiers, 
who  told  him  that  they  were  not  able  to  buy  as  much  with  their  pay  as  in  the  past, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  pennies  were  two  parts  tin  and  only  one  part  silver.  In 
compliance  with  the  King’s  command,  Roger,  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  summoned  the 
moneyers  to  appear  at  Winchester  on  Christmas  Day.  The  sentence  was  carried 
out  on  ninety-four  moneyers,  each  being  taken  aside  and  punished  singly.  The 
Winton  Annals  say  that  three  moneyers  were  found  not  guilty,  but  as  all  three  were 
from  Winchester,  this  may  be  an  example  of  local  exaggeration.  If  three  men  from 
Winchester  were  the  only  moneyers  spared,  then  to  them  must  have  been  given  the 
task  of  making  the  new  coins. 

The  type  of  penny  was  changed  in  1125,  after  the  punishment  of  the  moneyers 
and  as  a  result  the  price  of  provisions  rose  to  such  an  extent  as  to  cause  a  famine, 
according  to  one  writer  of  the  time.  In  actual  fact  it  is  not  certain  whether  the  new 
coinage  was  the  cause.  For  in  the  Annals  of  Margan  we  are  told  that  during  the 
whole  of  the  previous  summer  scarcely  a  single  day  passed  without  storms  and 
torrential  rain. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  this  time  the  moneyers  must  have  been  in  charge 
of  the  mint,  for  not  only  were  they  given  the  privilege  of  placing  their  names  on 
the  coins  but  they  took  all  the  punishment.  They  also  possessed  considerable 
wealth  and  were  the  most  important  men  in  their  town.  William  Gemmeticensis 
mentions  in  his  Norman  History  that  Henry  could  have  received  immense  sums  for 
the  redemption  of  the  moneyers’  limbs  in  1125.  In  later  years  the  moneyers  were 
relegated  to  a  position  much  lower  at  the  mints.  In  Henry  I  reign  there  was  one 
person  over  the  moneyers,  governing  from  London.  He  was  the  cuneator  who  had 
overall  control  and  supplied  the  dies.  This  position  was  held  by  Otto  the  younger 
during  the  early  part  of  Henry’s  reign.  Otto’s  father,  Otto  the  Goldsmith,  is 
mentioned  in  Domesday  Book  as  holding  lands  in  Essex  and  Suffolk.  The  office 
of  cuneator  was  hereditary  as  the  document  approving  the  appointment  of  Otto 
the  younger  stated  that  he  was  to  receive  the  mystery  of  the  dies  which  his  father 
had  held.  Some  time  after  1107,  and  before  1119,  the  King  directed  Richard, 
Bishop  of  London,  to  hand  over  the  dies  to  Otto  the  younger’s  brother,  William  Fitz 
Otto.  In  1118  William  Fitz  Otto  paid  into  the  exchequer  the  sum  of  8650  pence 
(£36  Os  lOd)  in  order  that  he  might  no  longer  have  a  master  (the  Bishop  ?)  over  him. 
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Types 

The  general  classification  of  Henry  I  pennies  is  into  fifteen  types.  These  are 
as  follows: — 

1  Facing  bust  with  annulets  type. 

2  Profile  left  /  cross  fieury. 

3  Facing  bust  /  pax  between  four  annulets. 

4  Facing  bust  five  annulets  and  four  piles. 

5  Facing  bust  voided  cross  with  fleur  in  each  angle. 

6  Pointing  bust  and  stars  type. 

7  Facing  bust  /  quatrefoil  with  piles. 

8  Large  bust  left  /  cross  with  annulet  in  each  angle. 

9  Facing  bust  /  cross  in  quatrefoil. 

10  Small  facing  bust  /  cross  fieury. 

1 1  Very  large  bust  left  /  double  inscription,  small  cross  pattee. 

12  Small  bust  left  /  cross  with  four  annulets. 

13  Profile  left  /  star  in  lozenge  fleurv. 

14  Facing  bust  /  pellets  in  quatrefoil. 

15  Bust  three-quarters  left  /  quadrilateral  on  cross  fieury. 

The  reverses  of  types  2  and  10  are  almost  identical  but  the  reverses  of  types  8  and  12, 
whilst  sounding  similar  from  the  description,  are  not  alike.  The  cross  on  type  8 
is  normally  larger  than  that  found  on  type  12. 

The  halfpenny  is  as  follows : — 

Facing  head  /  cross  potent  with  pellets  in  angles. 

The  farthing  is  at  present  unknown. 

Henry  I  pennies  usually  weigh  from  twenty  to  twenty-two  grains,  but  the  silver 
content  varies  considerably.  No  overstrikes  are  known  and  mules  are  rare,  namely 
5/6,9/10,  ll/10and  13  14.  With  the  exception  of  types  Hand  15  pennies  of  Henry  I 
are  very  rare.  Coins  buried  during  the  reign  appear  to  be  few  and  only  one  find, 
at  Canterbury,  is  of  any  significance.  This  hoard  comprised  mainly  pennies  of 
type  14,  but  coins  of  the  last  two  types  have  been  found  in  hoards  of  Stephen 
pennies  buried  during  the  anarchy  of  the  early  part  of  his  reign. 

It  has  alreadv  been  mentioned  that  efforts  were  made  in  1108  and  1125  to 
improve  the  coinage.  The  two  new  issues  appear  to  be  type  5,  facing  bust  /  voided 
cross  with  fleur  in  each  angle,  in  1108  and  type  12,  small  bust  left  /  cross  with  four 
annulets,  in  1125.  The  first  four  types  of  Henry  are  of  poor  workmanship  and 
although  type  5  is  a  definite  improvement,  there  is  a  gradual  deterioration  of  style 
until  the  action  taken  with  the  introduction  of  the  new  type  12.  The  three  types 
after  this  were  reasonable  and  did  not  have  sufficient  time  to  get  too  bad,  but  a  real 
improvement  in  the  coinage  did  not  take  place  until  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  Even 
in  this  reign  a  sudden  improvement  is  followed  by  the  usual  gradual  deterioration  of 
workmanship.  Although  the  appearance  of  the  last  three  types  of  Henry  I  pennies 
is  fair,  type  14  in  particular  is  noted  for  the  poor  silver  content. 

Because  of  the  poor  quality  of  the  coins  during  this  reign,  it  became  the  practice 
of  traders  to  nick  the  edge  of  each  coin  offered  to  them  to  ensure  that  it  was  genuine. 
The  result  of  this  was  that  the  nicked  coins  became  unacceptable  to  the  general 
public  because  thay  had  the  appearance  of  being  cracked.  Instead  of  the  Government 
taking  the  obvious  action  by  forbidding  nicked  coins,  William  of  Malmesbury 
tells  us  that  an  order  was  made  for  all  coins  to  be  so  treated  before  issue  and  that 
nobody  should  refuse  such  a  coin.  The  statement  is  substantiated  by  the  fact 
that  all  copies  of  types  numbers  7  to  12  have  a  nick  in  them.  From  this  evidence 
it  would  appear  that  the  order  was  carried  out  for  about  fifteen  years.  Type  12 
was,  of  course,  the  improved  issue  brought  about  by  the  measures  taken  in  1125 
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and  one  would  have  thought  that  with  an  improved  coin  the  continued  action  of 
placing  a  nick  in  each  coin  was  unnecessary.  On  reflection,  however,  it  will  be 
realized  that  even  a  well-struck  coin  would  have  been  suspect  at  that  time;  and  if 
the  usual  feature,  which  had  been  constant  for  so  many  years,  suddenly  disappeared, 
the  public  probably  would  not  have  accepted  the  new  issue. 

Mints 

The  mints  known  to  be  in  operation  in  this  reign  numbered  fifty-three.  Eighteen 
of  the  mints  in  use  during  the  reign  of  the  two  Williams  closed  whilst  two  new  places 
opened.  It  has  been  suggested  by  an  eminent  nineteenth  century  numismatist, 
Mr.  North,  that  the  early  English  kings  always  had  a  moneyer  with  them  when 
they  travelled  and  if  they  rested  for  any  period  in  a  town,  coins  were  struck  to  cover 
exigencies  in  that  town.  This  is  a  very  plausible  answer  for  those  mints  which 
appear  suddenly  and  then  disappear  forever.  It  seems  more  probable  in  the  case  of 
Henry’s  reign  that  the  eighteen  closed  mints  may  just  be  unknown  through  lack  of 
sufficient  finds.  The  fifty-three  mints  employed  two  hundred  and  fifty  money ers 
and  are  as  follows : —

The  Abbot  of  St.  Edmunds  had  a  mint  and  it  is  possible  that  there  were  other 
mints  and/or  moneyers  which  are  not  known  to  us  today,  due  to  the  small  number 
of  finds  of  this  reign.  The  two  Williams  reigned  for  a  total  of  thirty-four  years, 
one  year  less  than  Henry  but  the  number  of  mints  known  is  sixty-nine  (compared 
with  fifty-three).  The  moneyers  known  on  the  Williams’  coins  exceeds  four 
hundred.  The  reduction  in  the  mints  is  made  up  by: — 
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Closed:  Bedwyn,  Bridport,  Cambridge,  Cricklade,  Cardiff,  Guildford,  Hertford, 
Hythe,  Launceston,  Maldon,  Malmesbury,  Marlborough,  Rhuddlan,  St.  Davids, 
Stafford,  Steyning,  Watchet,  Winchcombe. 

Opened:  Carlisle,  Pembroke. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  finds  of  Henry  I  coins,  and  also  of  the  following  king, 
Stephen,  are  so  few  and  there  is  still  much  information  required  concerning  both 
of  these  reigns.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  coins  of  William  I  were 
also  scarce  until  one  large  find  at  Beauworth,  Hampshire  in  June,  1833.  It  is  just 
possible  that  a  large  hoard  of  Henry  I  coins  may  be  found  one  day. 

Henry  I  died  on  the  1st  December,  1135. 

THE  COINAGE  OF  NICHOLAS  II 

By  R.  W.  Julian. 

Preface 

It  is  perhaps  axiomatic  that  the  most  recent  is  the  least  known.  This  is  probably 
no  more  true  than  with  the  coinage  of  the  last  czar  of  Imperial  Russia,  Nicholas  II. 
Even  the  ordinary  collector  of  Russian  coins  knows  little  about  this  particular 
coinage  outside  of  the  listings  in  the  world  coin  catalogues. 

The  coins  of  Nicholas  are  relatively  inexpensive  as  far  as  coins  of  the  world 
are  priced.  Possibly  the  following  study,  which  is  meant  for  both  the  novice  and 
advanced  collector,  will  serve  as  a  vehicle  for  many  to  become  collectors  of  Russian 
coinage.

I 

The  day  of  Job,  May  6,  1868,  saw  the  birth  of  a  Grand  Duke  of  Russia,  Nicholas 
Alexandrovitch  Romanov.  He  was  the  son  of  the  heir  to  the  Russian  throne,  the 
Czarevitch  Alexander  Alexandrovitch  Romanov.  Nicholas  was  born  into  a  family 
with  close  ties  with  the  British  and  Prussian  royal  houses.  Just  a  half  century  later 
George  V  was  to  unsuccessfully  attempt  to  free  his  royal  cousin  from  captivity. 

Upon  the  death  of  his  grandfather,  Alexander  II,  in  1881,  Nicholas  himself 
because  the  czarevitch  while  his  father  became  Alexander  III.  The  reign  of  the  third 
Alexander  was  noted  for  but  one  thing — extreme  reaction  against  liberals.  What¬ 
ever  liberal  tendencies  the  new  czar  might  have  had  were  shattered  in  the  same 
bomb  blast  that  killed  his  father. 

In  1894  the  Czarevitch  Nicholas  visited  England  for  nearly  a  month.  At 
Sandringham  he  saw  the  new  son  of  the  Duke  of  Kent,  the  future  Duke  of  Windsor. 
The  month  spent  here  was  probably  his  last  idyllic  interlude  before  becoming  czar, 
for  on  October  20,  1894,  Alexander  III  died  at  Livadia  in  the  Crimea. 

The  new  Emperor  and  Autocrat  of  all  the  Russias  had  been  thoroughly  schooled 
for  his  new  position,  but  he  lacked  the  one  thing  necessary  for  a  man  of  his  power 
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and  knowledge — the  will  to  use  it.  In  the  end  this  weakness  would  cause  the  down¬ 
fall  of  the  throne  along  with  everything  it  stood  for.  An  example  of  his  weak  will¬ 
power  is  seen  in  the  stranglehold  that  he  allowed  the  Siberian  staretz,  Rasputin,  to 
establish  on  the  throne. 

In  ordinary  affairs  of  state  the  czar  usually  delegated  authority  to  his  ministers. 
With  a  few  exceptions,  such  as  Peter  Stolypin  and  Count  Sergius  Witte,  the  ministers 
were  incompetent  bureaucrats,  with  little  or  no  imagination.  Nicholas  himself 
did  pay  close  attention  to  all  important  decisions. 

With  the  coming  of  war  in  late  July  and  early  August  of  1914,  the  Emperor 
threw  himself  wholeheartedly  into  the  struggle  on  the  side  of  Britain  and  France. 
Two  and  one  half  years  of  crushing  defeats  by  the  Germans  coupled  with  a  disastrous 
breakdown  in  the  food  transportation  system  broke  the  will  of  the  populace  and  in 
February,  1917,  came  the  overthrow  of  the  Romanov  dynasty.  Under  house  arrest 
by  the  Provisional  Government,  Nicholas  II,  together  with  his  entire  family,  was 
shot  to  death  by  the  Bolsheviks  at  Ekaterinaburg  in  July,  1918. 

«.  II 

Strictly  speaking,  the  reforms  of  Czar  Peter  the  Great  (1682-1725)  at  the  very 
end  of  the  seventeenth  century  and  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  mark  the  start 
of  a  modern  Russian  coinage  system.  The  coinage  of  Roubles  began  in  1704  and 
with  the  exception  of  a  few7  dates  were  struck  continuously  until  1915.  From 
1700  onwards,  the  coinage  of  Russia  was  comparable  to  that  of  the  rest  of  Europe. 
Most  of  the  denominations  used  during  the  reign  of  Nicholas  II  were  first  used 
in  the  time  of  Peter  the  Great,  or  shortly  thereafter. 

Until  about  1786  the  Russian  monetary  system  remained  on  a  fairly  firm  foundation. 
In  that  year  Catherine  II  (the  Great)  began  to  tamper  with  the  metallic  backing  of 
the  paper  assignats.  The  constant  wars  of  the  first  decade  and  a  half  of  the 
nineteenth  century  forced  a  constant  increase  in  the  amount  of  assignants  issued. 
In  1810  Alexander  I  issued  a  ukase  stating  that  the  Rouble  of  4  zolotnik  21  dolia 
pure  silver  (17.996  grams)  was  the  money  of  account;  this  officially  made  Russia 
a  single  standard  silver  country.  This  ukase  was  of  little  or  no  account  since  Russia 
was  still  under  a  paper-money  regime;  by  1817  there  were  836  million  roubles  of 
assignants  in  circulation  worth  only  about  209  million  in  silver  roubles. 

After  the  1817  high-water  mark  the  government,  under  such  able  finance 
ministers  as  Count  Kankrin,  was  able  to  reduce  the  amount  of  notes  in  circulation. 
Shortly  after  1840,  the  country  was  once  again  on  a  sound  monetary  basis  of  silver. 
The  copper  pieces  of  the  1840’s  show  this  very  clearly  in  their  legend  which  gives 
the  value  in  silver. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Crimean  War  the  Russian  financial  authorities  began  an 
immense  issue  of  credit  roubles,  a  new  type  of  note  introduced  in  the  1840’s. 
(Between  1854  and  1857  the  circulation  went  from  356  million  roubles  to  735  millions). 
Specie  payments  were  stopped  during  the  war  and  were  not  to  be  regularly  resumed 
until  over  forty  years  later. 

Instead  of  becoming  better,  the  monetary  conditions  grew  graver  after  the  end 
of  the  war.  In  1860  the  government  established  the  State  Bank  in  an  effort  to 
promote  financial  stability.  This  bank  also  was  given  the  responsibility  for  issuance 
of  the  credit  roubles,  perhaps  a  way  of  making  the  government  technically  not 
responsible  for  them.  In  1860  also  the  government  debased  the  subsidiary  (below 
25  Kopecks)  coinage  to  72/96,  or  750/1000  fineness.  In  1867  both  the  silver  (this 
time  to  500/1000  fineness)  and  copper  were  reduced  in  intrinsic  value  and  size, 
respectively.  The  Banco  silver  (25  Kopecks  and  above)  was  not  disturbed  as  to 
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intrinsic  value  or  fineness ;  but  only  enough  of  it  was  struck  for  the  China  trade, 
accounting  for  the  low  coinages  of  the  period. 

Throughout  the  1860’s,  1870’s,  and  1880’s  the  currency  was  very  confusing  in 
value.  The  silver,  gold,  and  paper  rouble  all  had  varying  values  toward  each  other 
and  generally  managed  to  fluctuate  as  often  as  possible.  The  only  heavy  coinage  of 
this  period  was  in  1877-78  when  large  quantities  of  Banco  silver  were  struck.  Sub¬ 
sidiary  coinage,  including  copper,  was  heavy  throughout  the  above  period. 

On  December  17,  1885,  Czar  Alexander  III  signed  a  new  monetary  law  which 
made  certain  fundamental  changes.  There  are  several  of  interest  to  us.  First, 
the  system  became  bimetallic,  that  is,  a  gold  and  silver  standard.  Second,  the 
Three  Rouble  piece  was  abolished  with  the  Imperial  of  10  Roubles  taking  its  place. 
This  meant  that  an  Imperial  and  half  Imperial  (poluimperial  or  5  Roubles)  were  the 
only  gold  coins  being  struck.  In  addition  the  fineness  of  the  gold  coins  was  changed 
from  9 1 6§  / 1 000  to  900/1000.  Next,  portraits  were  authorised  for  the  Banco 
silver  and  gold,  something  not  seen  for  many  years  on  Russian  coinage.  Last, 
but  not  least,  the  silver  fineness  (for  Banco  silver)  was  changed  from  868  1  /18  to 
900/1000. 

A  peculiar  feature  of  the  new  gold  and  banco  silver  coinage  was  that  the  lettering 
was  in  cyrillic,  a  sort  of  italic  Russian.  This  was  continued  by  Nicholas  when  he 
assumed  the  purple. 

It  is  sometimes  said  of  Alexander  III  that  time  stood  still  while  he  was  the  master 
of  Russian  destiny.  In  the  realm  of  finances  this  does  not  bear  close  scrutiny, 
however,  since  it  was  under  this  physical  giant  that  Imperial  Russia’s  last  (and  best 
constructed)  monetary  reform  saw  its  birth.  In  1887  a  special  commission  was 
appointed  by  the  czar  to  deal  with  the  chronic  financial  problems.  The  bimetallic 
system  of  the  1885  law  was  really  something  of  a  joke  because  in  the  1870’s  customs 
duties  were  made  payable  in  gold  and  citizens  could  not  pay  in  silver  even  after 
1885.  Copper,  silver,  and  credit  roubles  were  all  quoted  as  being  worth  so  many 
gold  kopecks.  The  commission  reported  that  it  would  be  best  to  acquire  an  immense 
hoard  of  gold  to  completely  back  the  credit  rouble,  rouble  for  rouble.  Silver  was 
not  especially  important  since  there  was  not  a  great  deal  of  it  in  circulation. 

Thus,  beginning  in  1887,  herculean  efforts  were  made  to  increase  the  gold  reserve; 
within  ten  years  there  were  to  be  amassed  over  800  million  gold  roubles,  equal  to 
approximately  1200  millions  of  the  credit  type.  Much  of  this  hoard  for  conversion 
of  the  credit  roubles  was  in  foreign  gold  coins  as,  for  example,  in  late  1894  the  vaults 
held  over  £6, 000, 000  of  British  gold  coin.  By  1897  the  vaults  held  over  20  million 
American  half  Eagles. 

In  the  early  1890’s  the  energetic  Finance  Minister,  Witte,  personally  entered  the 
Berlin  bourse  in  such  a  way  that  he  ruined  a  number  of  currency  speculators  and 
kept  the  rest  from  interfering  in  the  reform.  By  1894  the  credit  rouble  had  virtually 
settled  at  66 1  kopecks  of  gold  and  the  financial  authorities  felt  that  the  time  was  ripe 
to  begin  making  moves  toward  the  restoration  of  specie  that  had  been  seen  but  little 
in  Russia  since  1855  plus  the  implementation  of  the  1885  monetary  law.  But  on 
October  20,  1894,  Alexander  III  died,  forestalling  for  some  time  discussion  of  reform. 

Ill 

With  the  accession  of  Nicholas  in  October  of  1894,  it  was  some  time  before 
conditions  became  settled  enough  for  further  action  with  reference  to  the  monetary 
reform.  In  the  previous  section  we  noted  that  it  had  been  the  original  plan  1887) 
to  accumulate  enough  gold  to  completely  back  the  depreciated  credit  rouble.  The 
general  steps  in  this  direction  of  the  early  1890’s  undertaken  by  Count  Sergius 
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Witte,  the  Minister  of  Finance,  were  done  against  the  almost  unanimous  opposition 
of  the  upper  classes.  The  only  possible  vehicle  of  reform  was  the  person  of  the 
czar;  only  the  all-highest  had  enough  power  for  these  moves. 

By  late  1894  it  had  become  apparent  that  something  had  to  be  done  rather  soon 
in  the  currency  reform;  the  immense  gold  reserves  were  costing  the  nation  a  large 
amount  of  money  just  to  keep  in  the  State  Bank  vaults.  In  the  late  winter  of  1894- 
1895  it  was  decided  (presumably  by  Witte)  that  it  was  time  to  bring  gold  back  into 
the  currency  of  the  nation. 

A  memorandum  of  the  Imperial  Council  (approved  by  Nicholas  II  on  8  May 
1895)  provided  that  gold  could  be  used  as  a  basis  of  contracts  and  that  payments 
resulting  from  such  contracts  might  be  made  in  gold  or  in  credit  notes  at  the  existing 
rate  of  exchange  (at  the  time  of  payment).  A  second  step  was  taken  on  26  May 
1895  when  the  czar  approved  another  memorandum  of  the  Imperial  Council;  this 
time  the  minting  of  gold  coins  of  five  and  ten  roubles  gold  value  was  decided  on. 
These  coins  were  identical  in  weight  and  fineness  to  the  pieces  issued  from  1885 
to  1894.  The  act,  in  effect,  severed  the  connection  between  the  gold  rouble  and 
the  credit  rouble.  This  may  be  described  as  a  modification  of  the  1887  plan;  it 
never  became  operative  so  we  are  not  certain  on  this  point. 

The  five  million  Imperials  struck  under  the  May  26  ukase  were  never  issued  for 
circulation.  Instead  they  were  sent  to  the  vaults  of  the  State  Bank  to  rest  along¬ 
side  the  mass  of  other  gold  coins  accumulated.  A  new  plan  was  in  the  offing. 

By  the  late  spring  of  1895  the  authorities  evidently  realized  that  the  1887  plan 
would  not  work;  in  its  place  a  completely  different  plan  was  devised.  The  gold 
rouble  would  be  devalued  by  50  per  cent  so  that  it  exactly  equalled  the  credit  rouble ; 
in  other  words  the  1885  Imperial  (of  10  roubles)  would  become  the  new  Imperial 
of  15  Roubles  which  would  be  equal  to  15  credit  roubles.  The  poluimperial  was 
to  become  the  new  7  Roubles  50  Kopecks  piece.  The  first  step  was  the  increasing 
in  stated  value  of  the  poluimperial  from  5  roubles  to  7  Roubles  40  Kopecks,  which 
was  probably  the  value  in  credit  roubles  at  that  exact  point.  In  late  1895  the  value 
was  increased  another  10  Kopecks  to  take  effect  on  January  1,  1896. 

Throughout  1896  there  was  a  series  of  imperial  ukases  dealing  with  various 
financial  matters  under  discussion  here.  In  August  came  the  most  important 
decree  of  the  year :  the  poluimperial  was  raised  to  the  value  of  7  roubles  50  Kopecks 
for  all  transactions,  not  just  for  government  finances  as  in  1895.  This  decree, 
especially,  would  seem  to  make  the  1896  gold  pieces  patterns,  but  this  is  not  true 
since  the  1 885  monetary  law  was  still  in  force.  There  were  no  more  public  financial 
steps  taken  in  the  year  1896,  although  the  first  days  of  1897  saw  many. 

With  regard  to  the  coinage  types  of  Nicholas  II  there  was  no  change  at  all  in 
the  copper  or  subsidiary  silver  designs.  The  Banco  silver  was  changed  to  accom¬ 
modate  Nicholas’  features  and  titles,  but  this  was  about  all.  It  is  a  point  of  interest 
to  note  that  the  last  czar’s  head  faced  the  opposite  direction  from  his  father’s  (on 
the  gold  and  silver). 

A  study  of  the  mintage  reports  indicates  that  in  several  instances  pre-1895  dies 
were  used  for  the  coinage  of  Nicholas  II.  This  is  not  particularly  surprising, 
since  a  number  of  modern  mints  do  similiar  things  when  there  is  no  change  of 
design  as  on  the  subsidiary  silver  and  copper.  But  this  author  suspects  that  certain 
Banco  silver  pieces  were  also  given  a  similar  treatment.  There  is  a  definite  question 
about  the  time  of  striking  of  the  polupoltina  (25  Kopecks)  and  poltina  (50  Kopecks) 
of  the  date  1894.  The  official  mint  report  stated  that  only  3010  One-Rouble  pieces 
were  struck  in  The  Banco  silver  series  yet  the  two  lower  values  were  not  considered 
rare  or  even  scarce  in  1904!  Presumably  only  a  few  thousand  were  struck  of  each 
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piece,  but  this  is  only  a  guess.  Most  of  the  cases  will  be  discussed  later  in  the  list 
of  coins. 

During  1896  two  foreign  mints  began  striking  Russian  coin  in  large  quantities. 
The  Birmingham  mint,  probably  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  began  to  strike  all 
of  the  range  of  copper  coins  with  the  exception  of  the  5  Kopeck  piece.  Since  all 
copper  coins  of  this  year  bear  the  St.  Petersburg  mint  mark,  the  only  coin  we  can 
definitely  state  to  have  been  struck  in  this  country  is  the  polushka  (one-quarter 
Kopeck)  since  the  Petersburg  mint  struck  only  1  piece.  The  rest  are  indistinguish¬ 
able  between  the  two  mints.  In  1897  and  1898  Birmingham  was  the  only  mint 
striking  copper  and  therefore  all  copper  coins  of  these  two  years  were  struck  in 
England. 

The  Paris  mint,  in  1896,  struck  the  full  range  of  Banco  silver  pieces:  Rouble, 
Poltina,  and  Polupoltina.  There  was  a  mm.  for  Paris  consisting  of  a  star  (*)  on 
the  edge  of  the  coin  replacing  the  mint-master’s  initials  although  the  25  Kopecks 
has  a  reeded  edge  and  thus  we  are  unable  to  tell  whether  it  was  struck  in  Petersburg 
or  Paris.  The  coinage  of  the  poltinas  may  not  have  begun  until  December  since 
only  one-quarter  million  were  struck. 

The  Brussels  mint  began  striking  Russian  pieces  in  1897,  but  they  struck  only 
Roubles,  although  they  did  strike  quite  a  few  before  they  stopped  Russian  coinage  in 
1899.  (Polupoltinas  were  only  struck  one  year  at  Paris — 1896).  The  contracts  for  the 
foreign  coinage,  at  least  for  the  French  mint,  were  oral  agreements  and  there  were 
no  signed  documents.  The  dies  were  supplied  by  the  St.  Petersburg  mint.  The 
mm.  at  Brussels  was  similar  to  Paris  except  that  it  was  two  stars  (**). 

The  coronation  of  Nicholas,  which  was  in  Moscowr  toward  the  end  of  May, 
1896,  provided  the  impetus  for  two  of  the  more  important  coins  of  this  period. 
The  first  was  the  rare  2\  Imperials,  or  25  Roubles.  It  is  nearly  certain  that  this 
piece  was  struck  for  the  occasion,  although  on  the  piece  there  is  no  specific  reference 
to  the  coronation.  These  may  have  been  given  to  high  dignitaries  at  the  time. 

The  second  coin  is  much  more  common,  being  the  Coronation  Rouble  of  1896. 
This  coin,  struck  to  a  total  of  about  190,000,  specifically  commemorates  the  Moscow 
Coronation.  Collectors  can  easily  see  for  themselves  the  close  resemblance  in 
style  between  the  1883  Alexander  III  Coronation  Rouble  and  that  of  Nicholas  II 
in  1896. 

The  coronation  is  of  interest  to  us  since  it  is  a  harbringer  of  worse  days  to  come 
in  Russia.  There  was  a  stampede  of  people  rushing  toward  a  particular  attraction ; 
the  resulting  tragedy  (quite  a  few  were  killed  and  a  great  many  badly  injured) 
seemed  like  an  omen  to  some.

BELL,  R.  C.  Commercial  Coins  1787-1804.  319  pp.,  over  500  illustrations  in  text. 

Newcastle  upon  Tyne ,  1963.  Price  45s. +  1/6  postage. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  books  on  trade  tokens  ever  to  be  written,  and  in  our 
rapidly  changing  Atomic  Age,  it  has  probably  appeared  only  just  in  time.  A  few  more  years 
of  automation  might  well  obliterate  the  memory  of  our  unique  token  coinage  which  helped  to 
carry  through  the  Industrial  Revolution.  This  is  not  merely  a  numismatic  book,  it  is  a 
fascinating  history  of  trade.  Mr.  Bell  gives  us  more  than  a  list  of  tokens.  He  supplies  the 
historical  background  of  many  tokens  from  Roman  times,  and  a  wealth  of  information  on  the 
issuers,  bringing  to  life  eighteenth  century  man  as  trader  and  craftsman,  in  a  way  which  will 
be  a  revelation  to  the  ordinary  collector. 

He  has,  perhaps,  been  a  little  too  ruthless  in  omitting  some  of  the  genuine  trade  tokens 
recorded  in  A.  W.  Waters’  Notes  on  Eighteenth  Century  Tokc?is.  Mr.  Bell  bases  this  elimination 
on  the  fact  that  they  bear  no  denomination  promise  to  pay.  While  this  may  be  true  in  the  case 
of  tokens  with  a  nation-wide  circulation,  often  not  redeemed  by  unscrupulous  merchants,  one

feels  that  those  tokens  issued  for  purely  local  use  such  as  Carter’s  Shoe  Manufactory,  to  give 
one  example,  were  genuine. 

The  book  closes  with  an  appendix  on  Heraldry  which  fills  a  long  felt  want  in  the  classi¬ 
fication  of  tokens  by  their  coats-of-arms.  The  neophyte  will  find  the  guide  to  Heraldic 
tinctures  especially  helpful.  It  is  a  great  pity,  however,  that  this  valuable  and  scholarly  work 
is  so  badly  served  by  the  illustrations.  The  tokens  have  been  poorly  photographed  against 
such  a  dark  background  that  the  finer  details  are  completely  invisible.  No  beginner,  un¬ 
familiar  with  the  tokens  themselves,  could  form  any  idea  of  the  skilled  workmanship  and 
artistic  merit  of  the  men  who  designed  and  struck  them.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  future  editions 
will  carry  illustrations  worthy  of  the  text. — M.E.B. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Were  the  Ancients  Flat-earthers?  There  appears  in  Chapter  II  of  the  series,  “  The 
Britannia  Reverse,”  by  K.  J.  Bass  (Bull.,  Aug.,  1963),  the  sentence,  “  The  globe  on  Roman 
coins  did  not  represent  the  World,  which  was  believed  to  be  flat  in  those  days,  but  was  a 
sacred  symbol.” 

This  statement  came  as  a  surprise  to  me,  and  perhaps  to  others  of  your  readers.  Possibly 
you  could  have  someone  review  the  literary  background,  even  the  author  himself.  Others, 
like  myself,  may  not  have  the  necessary  sources  at  hand. 

I  have  in  my  collection  a  coin  of  the  Emperor  Probus,  a.d.  276-282,  which  bears  the 
inscription,  restitvt  orbis.  This  is  expanded  as  restitutor  orbis,  and  was  first  assumed  as 
an  appellation  by  the  Emperor  Aurelianus,  a  few  years  earlier.  I  have  always  understood 
it  to  mean,  as  confirmed  by  published  translations,  “  restorer  of  the  world.”  This  parallels 
other  inscriptions,  such  as  rector  orbis,  “  leader  of  the  world,”  and  pacator  orbis,  “  pacifier 
of  the  world.” 

The  Latin  word  orbis  is  equated  in  dictionaries  with  the  English,  circle,  orb,  or  world, 
which  definitions  allow  for  some  latitude  of  meaning.  However,  the  English  word  globe  is 
equated  figuratively  with  Latin  orbis  terrae,  “  orb  of  earth.”  It  had  therefore  never  occurred 
to  me  that  the  Romans  were  not  aware  that  the  world  is  a  globe,  or  that  the  object  held  by  deities 
appearing  with  the  inscriptions  is  not  the  orbis  terrae. 

Quoting  from  the  book,  “  Admiral  of  the  Ocean  Sea,”  by  Samuel  Eliot  Morison,  “  We 
have  already  seen  what  Aristotle  was  reputed  to  have  said,  and  what  Strabo  did  say,  about  the 
possibility  of  sailing  west  to  the  Orient.  Since  there  was  no  doubt  about  the  world  being  a 
sphere,  almost  everyone  admitted  that  Columbus’s  theory  was  valid;  .  .  .”  The  author  then 
shows  that  the  error  of  Columbus,  lay,  not  in  his  theory,  but  that,  in  using  data  guessed  at  by 
the  ancients,  he  calculated  a  degree  to  be  too  short. 

It  would  therefore  seem  that  the  ancients  knew  the  form  of  the  world,  as  a  practical  matter. 
Undoubtedly  the  flair  which  the  Italians  and  Greeks  had  for  myth  and  fancy  led  to  many 
wild  tales  about  it.  Perhaps  practical  mariners  always  knew  more  than  we  credit  them,  and 
it  would  be  interesting  if  we  had  records  of  the  facts  which  must  have  been  generated  during 
the  ancient  circumnavigation  of  Africa. 

I  had  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  misunderstanding  of  reality  in  this,  as  in  many  other 
problems,  was  the  result  of  seclusion  from  the  world  by  learned  men  after  the  passing  of  the 
Roman  Empire.  If  religion  and  scholarship  had  not  made  this  withdrawal,  how  different 
would  the  intellectual  history  of  the  West  have  been.  Perhaps  there  are  still  lessons  to  be 
learned  from  this  thought. — C.  E.  Rowe. 

Roman  Plated  Denarii.  I  read  with  interest  Mr.  Crawford’s  criticism  of  certain  state¬ 
ments  that  I  made  in  earlier  issues  of  the  Bulletin  (Oct.  1963)  and  do  not  agree  with  all  the  views 
which  he  puts  forward. 

(1)  Sir  George  Macdonald  has  proved  conclusively  that  some  denarii  were  serrated 
after  striking  and  not  before.  I  am  not  convinced  by  the  arguments  put  forward  by  Sydenham 
to  support  the  view  that  the  flans  in  all  cases  were  serrated  before  striking — I  suggest  that 
some  were  serrated  before  striking  and  other  issues  after. 

(2)  Mr.  Crawford  makes  two  unfounded  statements.  Firstly  that  Ostian  series  of 
didrachms  was  a  “  fantasy  of  Mattingly  ”  and  secondly  that  “  Sydenham’s  date  for  P.  Sulla 
is  much  too  low.”  I  see  no  reason  for  rejecting  either  Mattingly’s  theory  or  Sydenham’s 
dating,  though  admittedly  in  certain  other  cases  Sydenham’s  dates  are  not  infallible. 

(3)  At  no  point  have  I  suggested  that  plating  and  debasement  are  the  same  thing.  De¬ 
basement  can  be  effected  in  a  number  of  ways,  one  of  which  is  plating. 

(4)  I  did  not  state  that  the  denarius  of  P.  Sulla  was  unique,  only  that  I  wondered  whether 
it  might  be.  I  have  since  read  the  description  of  the  coins  from  the  L.  A.  Lawrence  collection. 

I  do  not,  however,  see  this  alters  the  importance  of  the  issue.  I  also  still  hold  that  the  die- 
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identity  is  unpublished.  My  letter  was  intended  to  be  a  tentative  enquiry  pending  further 
research  and  I  do  not  think  it  merited  a  reply  expressed  in  such  an  ungracious  manner. —

International  Numismatic  Congress  in  Israel.  I  read  with  great  interest  in  your 
December  Bulletin  of  the  above  Convention  and  the  interesting  programme  of  various  tours 
of  the  country  including  a  stop  in  Haifa  on  Saturday,  4th  of  January.  Could  you  inform 
participants  to  the  Convention  from  Great  Britain  that  in  the  Haifa  Maritime  Museum  there 
is  a  British  Naval  Section,  founded  by  myself,  as  a  memorial  to  Nelson  and  to  keep  alive  the 
part  played  by  the  Navy  in  the  Mediterranean. 

Besides  a  model  of  H.M.S.  Victory  there  are  many  rare  naval  and  commemorative  medals 
dating  as  far  back  as  the  Defeat  of  the  Spanish  Armada.  This  medal,  which  shows  the  Spanish 
fleet  in  disarray  and  scattered,  has  the  Tethragamaton  in  Hebrew  at  the  top.  The  translation 
from  the  Latin  which  surrounds  the  scene  reads: — “  Thou  didst  blow  with  Thy  Wind,  the 
sea  covered  them:  they  sank  as  lead  in  the  mighty  waters  ”  (Exodus,  15:  10). 

Other  medals  commemorate  Trafalgar  and  the  sea  battles  through  the  nineteenth  century 
to  the  awards  to  the  crew  of  the  Amethyst  and  the  U.N.  medal  for  the  Korean  War.  There 
are  also  medals  from  the  Milford  Haven  collection  which  I  have  obtained  thanks  to  Messrs. 
Seaby,  and  a  replica  of  the  medals,  including  the  Victoria  Cross,  won  by  the  Jewish  holder, 
Lt.-Comdr.  Tommy  Gould  in  the  Thresher  exploit. — Philip  Silvester. 

Indian  Coins  for  Fitzwilliam  Museum.  A  collection  of  770  gold,  silver  and  bronze 
coins  of  States  in  North  East  India  from  the  14th  to  the  19th  centuries,  has  been  bequeathed 
to  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  by  Mr.  Arthur  William  Botham,  of  Magdalene  College, 
Cambridge. — Cambridge  News,  22nd  November ,  1963.
